Jersey died December 27 from complicated abdominal 
troubles, at his home in Camden, N. J. He was born 
in Castlebar, Ireland, December 6, 1835, and came to 
this country in 1851. He served in the Union Army. 
In 1872 he entered the State Senate, and remained 
until 1881, acting as its president several times. He 
was elected United States Senator in 1881 and 1895. 








Governor Shaw is fifty-three years of age. Born in 
Vermont, he moved west when he was twenty-one; 
farmed for a time, went to school at Cornell College, 
and after that was graduated from the law department 
of the lowa State University. He began the practice 
of his profession at Denison, a town of three thousand 
inhabitants, where he lived until his election as Gov- 
ernor.

ASHINGTON’S TRIUMPHANT COUP, in the 2d year of the Revo- 
W lution, when he crossed the Delaware River at Trenton and surprised 
the Hessian mercenaries the morning after Christmas in 1776, was 
picturesquely celebrated by a sham battle on the old historic ground, on the 
one hundred and twenty-fifth anniversary of that stirring event. The capture 
of Colonel Rall and his band of redcoats by the Continental Army under 
General Washington was realistically portrayed by opposing forces from the 
National Guard of New Jersey. General Cooper, impersonating Washington, 
deployed nearly a thousand men along the river; while the Second Regiment, 











representing the Hessians, were gathered in the vicinity of the Trenton Battle 
Monument under Colonel Gillmore. The battle raged fiercely amid the 
booming of cannon and the sharp crack of rifles, until the Hessians were 
driven back through the same streets that witnessed their discomfiture a century 
and a quarter ago. In the afternoon, Governor Voorhees reviewed a parade, in 
which marched many distinguished visitors, including a detail of minute-men 
from Washington, attired in the old-fashioned Continental uniforms worn by thei 
fighting ancestors. Volleys of patriotic oratory were delivered by the Governor, 
by Mayor Briggs, and by Professor Woodrow Wilson of Princeton University
